Abstract of @ report by the Chairman of the District Road Committee, Dacca, on the Committee's 
operations for the cess year 1880-81, 


‘Tur Road Cess Act has been worked in this district without difficulty. 

Ail the members of the District Road Committee, as well as those of the Branck 
Snmmittees of Manickgunge and Moonsheegunge, have taken interest in and done their 
work satisfactorily, with the exception of those who did not attend a single meeting 

The grants for village roads were in certain cases supplemented by private donations, 
and lands wete given up free of cost for the coustruction of such roads in every instance. 
A small sum was spont on village roads in the sudder sub-division, partly owing to the fact 
that in certain cases the grants asked for were found on enquiry not to be within the amount 
that could be allotted for village roads, and partly owing to the fact that in others the roads 
applied for were found not to be of sufficient public importance so as‘to justify a grant being 
. 


Great efforts were made during the year in planting out fresh lengths of road with 
young trees, aud in nursing and protecting those previously planted out: About 1,200 
young. trees, consisting of mangoe, jack and jaban, were planted out along the sides of two 
Toads since the beginning of July last. There are now in all 5,415 trees, chiefly frait- 


betring trees, slong several roads in the district, . 5

Abstract of a report hy the Chairman of the District Road Cees Committee, Furreedpore, on 
ihe Committee's operations for the cess year 1889-91. 


The Cess collections during the year were rather unsatisfactory, as there was a heavy 
unrealized balance at its closc. 

The members of the District Road Committee generally showed great interest in the 
administration of the fund, and those of the Branch Committec of Madaripore also took 
interest in their work. 

Atteution was given by the istrict Committee as well as by the Branch Committves 
of Madaripore and Goalundo to the cunstruction and repairs of village roads. There iva 
standing sub-committee to receive and consider the applications for village roads in the 
sudder sub-division ; on the recommendation of this sub-committee, advances were made to 
the villagers for tho execution of works, but in consequence of remismness on their part in 
taking the money and in submitting the accounts in due time, al gregter portion of. the 
estimated outlay remains unexpended during the year.
